New Bill to Regulate Them by Sen-
ator McMillan,

UNION STATION PROPOSED

Massachusetts Avenue
East of Capitol.

TEXT ©OF THE

A new steam rallway bill was introduced
in the Senate today by Mr. McMillan. This
bill provides a method for the abolition of
grade crossings In lieu of the provisions
contained In the Baltimore and Ohio and
the Baltlmore and Potomac railroad bills
which became laws at the close of the last
Congress. The bill I8 to effect the relin-
quishment and surrender by the Baltimore
and Potomac Railroad Company of its right
to occupy a portion of the mall for a pas-
senger station, and provides for a union
passenger station and terminals. Under
this bill the unien station will be on Massa-
chusetts avenue, a short distance east of
North Capitol sireet. A preamble recites
the provisions of rallroad legislation in the
last Congress, after which the bill provides
as follows:

That the Baltimore and Potomae Rail-
road Company, or the said terminal com-
pany, be, and each of them is, héreby em-
powered and authorized to locate, con-
struct, maintain and operate a double-track
railroad, commencing at a point on the rail-
roand of said Baltimore and Potomac Rali-
road Company at or near the -.-mss‘iug of
2d street southwest, at the elevation of
gald railroad provided for in the said act
of Congress relating to the Baltimore and
Potomac Railroad Company, approved Feb-
ruary 12, 1%:1; thence curving toward the
north crossing over Virginia avenue with
a clearance of fifteen feet above the pres-
ent curb thereof, crossing over 1st street
southwest and Delaware avenue southwest
at a point about forty feet north of the
north house line of 12 street, with a clear-
ance of not less than sixteen feet; thence
curving to the northward, erossing over
Canal street and South Capitol street, with
a clearance of fifteen feet above the crubs
thereof: thence passing under the intersec-
tion of D street with New Jersey avenue,
C sireet southeast and B street southeast,
at the intersection with 1st street; thence
continuing along the center of 1st street
to D street northeast; thenece curving to
the ecastward, crossing under the proposed
cirele at Massachusetts avenue to a con-
nection with the tracks in the proposed
terminal station to be built on the north
side of Massachusetits avenue hereinafter
provided for; thence running from the said
north line of Massachusetts avenue on the
terminal station structure hereinafter men-
tioned northeastwardly to Delaware ave-
nue; thence, still on sald terminal struc-
ture, and on the easternmost part of the
viaduct, hereinafter mentioned, to be lo-
cated in Delaware avenue, to the north
side of M street northeast; thence north-
wardly, still on Delaware avenue, crossing
Florida avenue overhead, by means of a
two-gpan plate girder bridge, or by ma-
sonry arches, to the norih side of said ave-
nue; thence by a line, still northwardly,
curving to the east, and crossing over New
York avenue by means of a two-span plate
girder bridge, by the most practicable
route, in 4 general noriheasterly direetion,

| to a point on the west side of the present

Washington Branch railroad, north of the
north line of 8§ street, as projected, from
which terminal point, on the west side of
the Washington Branch railroad, the Bal-
timore and Potom:ae Railroad Company,
its successors and assigns, shdll be, and is
hereby, authorized to locate, construct,
maintain and operate a line of rallroad of
two or more tracks. by the most practi-
cable Toute, to a point of connection with
its present rallroad near Magruder station,
in the state of Maryland: Provided, how-
ever, That the portion of said line of rail-
road lyving south of Florida avenue, within
the limits of the city of Washington, shall
he uscd for passenger trains only, except
in cases of temporary emergency, and then
for a period not exceeding twenty-four
hours, and no longer, unless the consent of
the Commissioners of the District of Co-
lumbia shall be obtained therefor.

It is the intention of this aect that the
purtion of the line of railroad above author-
1zed, lyving between the north line of Massa-
chusetts avenue and the north line of Flori-
da avenue, if constructed by said Baltimore
and Potomae Rallroad Company, shall be
constructed jointly with the sa‘d terminal
company, and, with the viaduet and ele-
vated terminal carrying the same above or
over the streets and avenues of the city, be
continuous with the elevated terminal and
viaduct of said terminal company; and in
that case the cost of sald joint works shall
be borne by sa'd railroad company and said
terminal company in such proporiions as
they may agree on, or, in the absence of
agreement, may be fixed by the Commis-
sicners of the District of Columbia. 11,
however, the Baltimore and Potomae Rail-

| road Company shall deem it expedient or
| advisable, and shall so elect, that the whele

or any portion of the railroad hereby
authorized, south of the point hereinbefore
designated, on the west side of the Wash-
ington branch railroad, should be construct-
ed and owned by said terminal company,
then and thereupon the said Baltimore and
Potomac Railroad Company shall acquire,
by purchase from the said Baltimore and
Ohio Railroad Company, one-half of the
whole then issued capital stock of the ter-
minal company, and be entitled to subseribe
for and acquire cqually with said Baltimore
and Ohio Railroad Company all thereafter
issuned stock of said terminal company ;

President of Board of Trade With-
draws His Resignation.

Special Correspondence of The Evening Star,
HYATTSVILLE, Md., January 8, 1'Mi2,
The Hyattsville board of trade met last
evening in regular session at the office of
Mr. Arthur Carr, justice of the peace, with
President N. A. Dunning presiding and Mr.
L. O. Wissman officiating as secretary pro
tempore. Mr. Dunning withdrew his resig-
nation as president of the body, after stat-
ing his reasons for having tendered it.
He said the principal one was the revision
of the town c:ha_;‘ter. and expressed the
opinion that the town is In danger of being
split up on the various amendments in the

new document.

President Dunning appointed Messra, W il-
liam P. Magruder and Louis 0. Wissman a
committee of two, to walt on the city zoun-
cil with respect to the proposed public
meeting, at which time the new town char-
ter will be placed before the citizZens for
their action. Mr. Charlez Earle was re-
quested to examine the charter of the City
and Suburban Rallroad Company to ascer-
tain whether or not the franchise was
amendable, The idea of the board is to
have the general assembly of Maryland
make such amendments in the charter as to
compel the raliroad company to sell six
car tickets for a quarter, thus placing this
end of the Jine on an eaqual basis with the
street railways of Washington. The com-
pany is to be requested to piace placards
on the cars operating through here bear-
ing the name of Hyattsville.

The board discussed the practicabilitr of
establishing a can and ice factory. Messrs.
Charles Earle, Matthew Holleran, John
Hawshaw and Rev.  Father Towers, pasior
of the Hyattsville Catholic Church, wcere
elected members of the board.

At the meeting of the county road com-
missioners at Marlboro’ yesterday that
body authorized the bridge over the North-
west branch, on the Chillum road, to be re-
budit at the least possible cost. The old
bridge was an iron structure and it is llkely
that the new bridge will be of the same ma-
terial. "

Twenty-five houses in Hyattsville have
been connected with the water mains cf
the town and their occupants now enjoy
the luxury of having water, hot aud cold,
flow from the spigots.
